4. Do you believe the Dallas and New Orleans files 
you received were complete? 

5. Did you ever contest the censorship used on 
certain documents in your files? 

6. Is there a congressional oversight committee charged 
with making sure the FBI does not destroy docu- 
ments, unduly censor them, or unreasonably with- 
hold them?
